She took $250.00 to this bank to
deposit for safo keeping, expecting to
havo severa thousand dollars trans-
ferred to this institution from her
homo bank In a tow days. Hut when
she offered the money alio was told
that Colored peoples money was not
wanted, and she turned away in great
disgust and Tlio woman
was Mrs. Matt Samlrigo who latfly open
cd the Midway Hotel at 420 E. Archer
street.. ..Just why tlio bank refuse to
accept Colored peoples money is not
known. Certainly It is poor business
Judgment, nnd it Is believed that Mrs.
Sanrldgo could causo tho bank somo
troublo if she so desires.

It is known that a number of Colored
peoplo havo largo sums of monoy on
deposit in this bank and It is expected
they will withdraw samo when they
learn of their attitudo toward tho race.
No raco loving man or woman can af-
ford to leave their money In an Institu-
tion of this kind. Tho Merchants and
Planters Bank of this city is another
bank which has always been very un-
friendly to Colored peoplo In this re-
spect, hut no ono has paid much at-
tention to it, because of tho almost

of tho latter Institution In
tlio banking business. Hut now that
ono of tho largest banking houses in
tho stato havo assumed this unfair and
foolish attitudo, and It being a National
Bank too, tho public has begun to re-
gard it with seriousness. If a public
Institution of this kind with a national
character Is to bo allowed to discrim-
inate against any American citizen be-
cause of color or nationality what, is
to become of tho American constitution
which guarantees to ovcry citizen, re-
gardless of race, creed or color, pro-
tection of their rights under tho law?

Mrs. Sandrlgo is a freo American
citizen nnd the First National Bank is
a public Institution for tho

of tho general public, and had no
moro right to rcfuso to accept her
money becauso she was a colored wo-
man than they havo to refuso to accept
monoy from a whlto woman becauso
sho is whlto.

It is not known now what action
Mrs. Sandrlgo will take In tho mattor,
but sho doubtless has a remedy at lay
and It is hoped sho will niako an ex-
ample of this caso.

FLOGGS DRUNKEN WHITE
MAN WHO ASKED HIM

TO COMMIT CRIME

Annoyed to Much That Ho Wa Forc-
ed to Close Hanklni' Eyei and

Batter up HI Face Be-

yond Recognition.

, Tho particulars woro learned today
about tho alleged holdup and robbery
of Davo Hanklns, who is at tho P & S
hospital, whero ho was taken Sunday
night after being found badly boaton
up In a drug store at Cincinnati ave
nue and Archer streot.

Douglass Rowe, Nogro, who shot Do- -

tectlvo Ed Rice, last May, admitted
soon after his arrest this morning
that ho is tho man who beat Hanklns
up. Ho said that Hanklns camo to
him in an intoxicated condition and
wanted him to assist him In holding
up a Joint, and after trying to got
away from Hanklns, was forced to
striko him sovoral times.

Hanklns yesterday made a state-
ment that ho was hold up, robbed and
beaten by two Negroes in an alloy on
North Boston avenue. Ho claimed
that they secured til tho monoy on his
person, which amounted to about $2.

Rowo showed Chief Burns his hand
this morning. It had been sprained
during tho fight. Ho said he tried sev
eral times to get away from Hanklm,
but' that Hanklns was so porslstont
that it was necessary for him to beat
him up or take his abuse.

Hospital authorities said this morn-
ing that Hanklns would bo ablo to
loavo his ward in a few days, that his
faco would bo in condition such as
would not causo any danger. His right
eye and tho lower part of tho left side
of his faco is bruised boyond recogni-
tion. Witnesses to tho fight say that
thoro was no attempt at hold' up, and
that it was all tho result of Hanklns'
drunken condition.

4va
and Will Smith, Nogroos arrested last
Thursday charged with implication in
tho assassination of R. A. Stllwoll, a
farmer of Elmoro County, woro takon
from tho Jail at Wotumpka, Ala., early
today and lynched by a mob of fifteen
or twenty mon.

About ono-thlrt- y this morning a
mob, masked and armed, entered tho
Jail, overpowered Sheriff Jackson,
bound him to a clinlr nnrl tnrrnA fhn
Negro trusty to unlock tho cells of
tho two Negroos.
